fesslon. She is m aking lier paym ents 
regularly.

Reports in London th a t the British government is concerning 
the abandonm ent of the Dardanelles campaign can only mean 
th a t there is much fear of the Germans quickly breaking through 
Serbia and th re a te n in g Egypt. 
W hether this fear has yet influ­ 
enced the governm ent is doubtful, but it must certainly exist in 
those unofficial circles which are now advocating the w ithdraw al 
of troops from Gallipoli for use in Serbia. 
Not only would a retirement from the Gallipoli peninsula he a 
severe defeat for the Allies, hut also it would he a serious s tr a t­ 
egic error, unless troops cannot he obtained from any other quarter. 
There is no indication thus far thai the Teutons are pushing their 
way throug h Serbia so rapidly jib to make It imperative that the 
Allies m ust send reinforcements to the Serbs with the least possible 
delay. 
Troops can reach Serbia from England by way of Saloniki 
w ithin a fortnight, 
Titer* are probably 2,000,000 British sold­ 
iers now u n d erarm s, hut taking no aetlve part in tile war, who 
could be draw n on for a Balkan campaign. 
W ith so large a force in reserve at home, it Is difficult to u n ­ 
derstand why the British should surrender Gallipoli 
in 
order 
to check the Austro German Balkan drive. 
It the teutons are 
prevented from reaching Turkey, it seems that th** Mohamme­ 
dans m ust capitulate before Bing, unless recent reports of their 
shortage of supplies ar** untrue. 
The withdraw al from Gallipoli would not only he of vital im­ 
portance to the Turks because of this fact, but also it would make 
the task of the Allies in th** Balkans much 
more difficult. 
Re­ 
lieved from opposing th e Allies on th** Gallipoli 
peninsula, 
th*; 
Turks could us** their beal troops and their m untions to assist 
Bulgaria. 
The British government thus would be perm itting all 
four members of the Teutonic all lifnce 
Germany, 
Austria H un­ 
gary, Bulgaria and Turkey 
to move together in the Balkans. 
In the end It would be extremely difficult Tor the British to re­ 
tire from Gallipoli even if a retirem ent were ordered. 
Em barka­ 
tion on th** transports under the enem y’s fire might result in dis­ 
aster. 
For the present, therefore, it is unsafe to trust rumors 
that the Dardanelles expedition is to be abandoned.

And the people of the northwest, moving ever forward 
to greater things, will accomplish all this as they adhere always I 
to the moral fundamentals, and not otherwise.

Instruction will also be given to th e 
grade pupils. 
This course will not 
only 
help 
those who Intend to p u rsu e t h e s tu d y 
of agriculture, but will be an i n v a l ­ 
uable ald to those intereste d in f a r m ­ 
ing who cannot atte n d i n s t itu ti o n s 
for such instruction. 
T h e fo u r year 
course will include a n i m a l h u s b a n ­ 
dry, field crops, soils, f a r m m e c h a n ­ 
ics. farm m a n a g e m en t, an d h o r tic u l­ 
ture. 
The addition of this practical 
subject to th e h ig h school courses 
ought to be an incentive to th e farm 
boys and 
girls for a t t e n d i n g th e 
school. 
The w ork will be made just 
as practical as possible u n d e r the 
existing conditions. 
The s ta te also recognises the need 
an d im p o rta n ce of such a course in 
the hig h school, for $1000 is received 
as state ald to help carry on the work. 
Besides em plo yin g a special teacher 
for agriculture, th e school i3 furnish 
ing suitable a p p a ra tu s 
for 
making 
tests and 
dem onstrations. 
Among 
o th e r equipment, the laborato ry con 
tain s a Babcock test. soil tester, milk 
sediment 
tester, facilities for seed 
germ in atio n 
tests, churn, etc. 
An 
agric u ltu ra l library including some 
of tim leading agricultural hooks, and 
a large n u m b e r of the most practical 
bulletins pertaining to every subject 
In a g ric u ltu re is being addl'd to the 
regula r school library. 
The way in which ti ie work will 
be made practical and th o ro u g h is by 
the study of th e actual subject, and 
dem onstrations carried on 
by 
the 
students. 
An example of th e study 
of th e horse which the anim al hut- 
h a ndry class is now studying may 
bust show this. First th e ( lass makes i 
a careful study of the horse, th en I 
they are shown good types of horses, 
and are required to tell th e a g e ( with 
reasonable accuracy) 
to recognize 
unso undness 
and 
blemishes. 
In 
judging, th e score card is used ut 
first in order to gut (lie stud* ut to 
examine the animal In a systematic 
way and also to call bis a tte n tio n to 
the im portance of the different paris. 
When this has 
been 
accomplished 
the score card is discarded. The s tu ­ 
dents are required to know how to 
care for th e brood mare, the colt, how­ 
to care for and m anage horses, how 
to feed, shoe, and why clip a horse. 
The various classes of livestock will 
be taken up in a sim ilar m anner, es­ 
pecial stress being placed on d a i ry ­ 
ing. 
A winier short course 
of 
three 
m onths will be given to th e boys and 
girls w ho w ish to avail themselves of 
the opportunity. 
Manual training, 
sewing, arithm etic, letter w ri tin g (es­ 
pecially business forms.) will be of-1 
feted w ith tin* agriculture. 
A c i r ­ 
cular giving the work in detail will 
be ready tor distrib utio n in tile near 
future. 
No Ic* will be required of 
the boys and girls from th e country. 
IL re is an opportunity to get work 
at home such aa is offered in a three 
months' course at an agricultural 
college. 
Extension work will be taken up 
as time permits. 
The ag ric u ltu ral 
departm ent desires to organize a cow 
testing association of at least fifty 
cows. 
Samples of each cow's milk 
will be b ro u g h t to the school once a 
m onth to be 
tested 
w ith o u t 
any 
charge. 
It la also desired that til* 
farm ers 
weigh 
th e 
milk 
dally. 
W eighing and te sting requires but 
little additional time. 
It dots more 
th a n to merely point out high and 
low producers in the 
herd. 
O ther 
knowledge gained 
from 
w eighing 
are: 
T h e influence of different feeds 
on milk production, effect of expos­ 
ure to cold raw weather, forcing a n i ­ 
mals to d rin k ice cold w a tt r. r e g u ­ 
larity in feeding and milking, etc. 
Anyone who is interested in belong­ 
ing to this association or in having 
milk tested, is urged to see the a g r i ­ 
cultural in structor or to write him. 
The school will also make g erm in ­ 
ation tests of all farm seeds. 
It is 
well always to 
make 
germ ination 
tests of seeds, and for th e coming 
year, all corn in particular, should 
be tested before planting, as much of 
the corn on the m a rke t will be of 
doubtful g erm in atin g qualities. The 
school will also be glad to make soil 
tests for anyone who desires. 
This 
soil test is especially valuable in con­ 
nection w ith the growing of alfalfa 
An effort is being made to havt 
th ree or four rural 
schools 
near 
B rainerd affiliated with 
th e 
high 
school. 
Such schools will teach a g ­ 
riculture u n d er th e guidance of the 
ag ric u ltu ra l in structor, w ho will visit 
each school a t least once a month.

I wns 
e n skeptical at first as I did not 
think I could afford to experim ent as 
tiniest everyone said 
th at 
alfalfa 
would not grow without inoculation 
of the seed or ground upon which It 
\as planted, but having found a few 
plants of alfalfa on a piece of clover 
sod that were still tr y in g to live and 
seemed to be very h e a lth y plants In 
spite of the fact that they had been 
plowed out th e fall previous to the 
*eason of 1914. I determ ined to give 
tlfalfa a trial at least on a small por­ 
tion of my land. 
My land being in 
rop at th e time I decided to give 
same a test and caused me to pick a 
piece of my land already in crop for 
that purpose as I had not th e tim e to 
break a new piece, hence I did w hat 
most everyone else would 
do 
u n d er 
the circumstances. 
I took one end of 
my corn field th a t was very backw ard, 
in fact, I took th e poorest piece of 
land I had on th e place to try my al­ 
falfa on. 
I took a piece four rods 
wide by 20 rods in length. 
I hauled 
two good loads of m a n u re and spread 
same very thin and as evenly as I 
could by hand labor and plowed same 
about 
six 
inches 
deep. 
T hen 
I 
disced same twice and h arro w e d into 
shape for planting with a P lanet Jr. 
garden seed drill. 
I planted the seed Aug. 7, 1914, 14 


in c h e s apart In long rows, Just as 
you would 
p la n t onions, only

(nit*- so thick, about a half inch d r . -p. 
They were tipln about a w ee k ’s time 
as i be season w as favorable and th* y 
gerald to be very healthy. 
W hen the 
ground froze th ey were about eight 
inches high and had a good g ro w th 
of weeds alongside. 
I dl*! not pull 
th** weeds, but let them stay for win 
I* r protection. 
In th*- spring I was 
very much surprised to find that my 


191 I seeding of clover had froze out 
and th** alfalfa was all In t h r lv n g 
condition, h a v in g stood th e past w in ­ 
ter without a single p la n t missing as 
far as I could tell. 
I will tell you an Incid ent th a t 
proved th*- su periority of alfalfa as 
a feed to a gro w in g hog. 
I had tw o 
young hogs. 
T hey were about four 
months old and very poor when I 
turned them out and gave th e m the 
run of th** farm. 
I had about seven 
a* r* 8 of rye close to the alfalfa and 
it was nice and green. 
T he tw o hogs 
started on th e rye, not finding the a l ­ 
falfa for a few days. 
But afte r finding th e alfalfa It was 
ionising to see the hogs j u d g in g the 
wo. 
They would go up and down 
he alfalfa rows nippin g th** tops off 
md they would then go on th** rye 
ield.
